Army inthe Breflan under the Grand Prior, I contri- 
buted net a little tothe putting the Horfe into a better 
Condition, and even to the inipiring them with more 
Courage ; that the fame Winter I furpriz’d and carried 
off three of the ordinary Guards of the Army command- 
ed by the Count de Leiningen; and that about a Year 
ago I fav'd the King at leaft 200000 Livres, by the fur- 
prizing Means I found to fubfift his Herte gratis. 
Here I cannot forbear adding, that I made the Garrifon 
of Soncino capitulate fooner than could be hop’d ; 
which was forwarding in fome Meafure the Defigns the 
Duke of Vendome had at that Time ; and likewife thar 
I always took a Pride in having the moft refolute Regi- 
ment and that made the beft appearance in theArmy;which 


his moft Chriftian Majefty acknowledg’d at the Siege of 


Mons by the Praifeshe gave it,and was confirm’d by what 
I had the Honour to a& at the Head of it in the Bartle 
of Flerus, and which did nota little contribute to the 
fignal Victory the Marfhal de Luxembourg gain’d there. 
Tho’ this Recital be a. great Force upon my Modefty,I 
muft take Leave to add further in my own Juftification, 
that I have always difcharg’d all the Duties of a Soldier 
as regularly as any Man ; for "tis generally known I va- 
lued my {elf upon it, as alfo that I have not confin’d 
my Zeal and Care to military Fun&iqns only : But wgh- 
out enumerating many political and civil Affairs’ in 
which I have given fucceefsful Advice at feveral: 
Times, and which would fwell this Manifefto to too’ 
oe a Length, I will content my felf with faying, that 
aving given the King very beneficial Counfel by the 
Reverend Father la Chaife his Confeffour, it was fo ac-) 
ceptable to. his Majefty, that he caus’d that Father to 
give me Thanks for it, by a Letter which for the Con- 


folation of my Mind I ftill keep. “ 


All thefe Services might have fecur’d me from the 
Perfecutions of Monfieur de Chamillard, had he not had 
the Dexterity to poffefs the King with an iJl Opinion of 
me. To be plain, his Menaces foon, turn’d to Effects ; 
he perfwaded the King to fign two Orders againft me 
that were no lefs unjuft, than rigorous; the firft indeed 
had no Effe&, through the Proteftion granted me 
the Grand Prior of France, who thought me neceffary 
in his Army ; but the fecond cut off Half my Pay as 
Lieutenant General for rs Months ; whereupon I was 
oblig’d to leffen. my heav Bageage by one Half, yet 
without ‘in the leaft my exaét. Diligence in 
the Duties of my Employment, to ‘which I may affirm 
T attain?d withour,a Protector. 

The Clamour that. was rais’d againft me by M. de 
Chamillard, did not at all. leflen my Reputation in my 
own Country, where it is fufficiently) eftablifh’d ; not 
only beggufe ‘tis well enough known there what that 


I executed the Commiffion entrufted to my Manage- 
® ment by the Prince of Vaudemont, to hinder the De- 


Minifter is capable of doing in Hatred and Pafion, but 
likewife becaufe had that Clamour been well founded, 
as ‘ts not, it could at moft deferve only a flight Re- 
primand. Now feeing I cannot expeét to have the fame 
Juftice done me by other Nations, who know neither 
me nor that Minifter, I think I cannot better prove this 
Truth, than by te pg the Teftimony of the Duke 
of Vendome. [had the Honour to be under his Com. 
mand; and for a Proof of the good Opinion thar he al- 
ways had of my Conduét and Capacity, I can alledge 
that from the Fime I was made a general Officer he 
gave me continual and illuftrious Marks of his Efteem 
and Confidence, by frequently employing me in Chief, 
and honouring me with the moft dificult Commands, 
The very Evening before the Day my Difgrace was fig- 
nified to me, he fent for me from Rivoltella, where I 
commanded at that Time, to receive his Inftruétions 
for the Employment he intended me for that Winter - 
he told me he would put under my Command all the 
Troops that were to be quarter'd along the Oglio, a Poft 
that appear’d to him to be very important ; and charg‘d 
me to haften thither, to relieve the Count de Medavi 
whom he had Occafion for elfewhere. . 
In Obedience to this Order I went and lay that 
Night at. Caftiglione, where I intended to take Pott: 
but the Duke fent a Meffenger thither, to bid me wait 
his coming to me, becaufe he wanted to talk with me 
after the Separation of the Army, which the next Da 
march'd into their Quarters. I could not but be w 
pleas’d with this Counter-Order, becaufe it gave me 
an Occafion to. tender = Refpe&s to fo worthy and 
illuftrious a Genera], to whom I was fo much oblig’d - 
So I waited for him very gladly, and in the mean Time 
conferr’'d with the Intendant of the Army about the 
Condu& proper to be obferv’d towards the Venetians, 
whofe Territories border on the Milaneze at the Oglio. 
Going the next Morning to the Houfe the Duke. cf 
Vendome was to alight at, there to receive him, at my 
coming tothe Door I heard my felf call’d from Wine 
dow above; I went up Stairs, and found the Perfon 
that had call’d to me was the Abbot Alberoni, the Duke 
of Parma’s Envoy to the Duke of Vendome, and whp 
accofted me in thefe Terms. ‘ Yefterday after Dinner, 
‘ Sir, I was an Ear-Witnefs of a Difcourfe about you, 
‘that was much to your Advantage: The General 
‘ Officers of your Army befought the Duke of Vendome 
* not to return tothe Court all thls Winter, becaufe it’ 
“he fhould take fuch a Journey, Prince Eugene, eing 
‘ of an enterprizing Temper, would. not fail 
*ufe of that Cppcrtaniry to force the Pofts on the 
Oglio: To which. the Duke of, Vendome anfwer'd, 
“that Prince would find that Enterprize very difficult ; 
‘and fhould he to furmount them, they might de- 
‘pend on the Refiftance which would be made by the 
‘:Marquis de Langalerie, who was a Man that would 
fooner be cut in Pieces than Jet Prince Eugene carry 
‘his Point. And fo they could not prevail withjhim 
“to lay afide his Defign of going to the Court Mh 
*hereupon that Abbot ran out into Praifes of me, as is 
the common Way of the World. 
To that Hour I kad no Caufe but to be well enough 
contented with my Fortune, notwithftanding the ill 
Ufage I had receiv'd from M. de Chamillard ; -but I little 
thought it was. the laft Hour I fhould employ for the 
King and the State. The Duke of Vendome being ar- 
riv’d took me with him into his Clofet, and locking the 
Door read to'me a Paffage out of a Letter from M. de 
Chamillard, in thefe Woxds. 
You were made accquaited, my Lord; fome Time 
‘ago, with the King’s Refolution to employ the Mar- 
quisde Langalerie no longer. He muft needs be' very 
ufeful to"you, ‘fince you keep him to’ the very Jaft Day 
“of the Campaign = That Time: once paft, his Majefty 
‘ will never’employ fuch an Officer. . 
I have fince been told, that the Duke of Vendome up- 
on his firft reading that Paffage, redden’d, turn'd pale, 
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and ftamp'd wich his Foot feveral ‘Times ; which I as 
the more Reafon to "believe, becaufe I know he honour 
me with his Efteem and Affection ; and becaufe when 
he read itto me the Tears ftood in his Eyes, and he 
then gave me a thoufand Tokens of his Kindnels, pity - 
ing my hard Fortune. He advisd me to go to t : 
Court, and to take Money of him, knowing I wante 
ir, and offer’d to write to the King in my Favour. 
But I was fo Thunderftruck, that I was incapable of 
taking any Refolution : only anfwer d him, 
pected fome treacherous il] Turn trom M. de Chaimi 
but that I was never in the leaft Apprehenfion of fuch 
a Treatment from the King. After thanking him for 
all his Kindnefs, 1 defir’d his Leave to rete to my 
Chamber, to conlider what Courle to take. a 
thought well upon it there, I judg’d it moft advileable 
to retire to Bolozna, and that for three Reafons : 1 he 
firt was, that I might be near the Army, if the Inter- 
ceffions cf the Duke of Vendome and of my Family 
fhould o&rain my Pardon; the fecond was, to fecure 
my fet from my Creditors, who knowing me to be 
diitarde? the Service, might caufe me to te arrefted : 
And the third was, to be ina Town belonging to the 
Pove, whence I might fend an Offer of my_ Services to 
his Holvnefs, in Cale the Court fhould pertift in flight. 
ing them. The Duke of Vendome did not_ delay to 
fend me his Letter for the King, and I think fit to in- 
fere it here, as an authentick Toftimony ot the Utetul- 
nefs and Fidelity of my Services: "Iwas in the tollow- 
ing Terms. 
c7P HE Marquis de Langalerie leaves the Army in 
‘Obedience to your Majefty’s Orders. "Tis 
not for me to enter into the Reafons that mov’d you 
to recall him, but Lowe him the Juftice to acquaint 
* your Majefty, that during the 4 Years I have bern in 
‘fralv, Talways obferv’d him to be full of Zeal for 
‘vour Service, and that he has diftinguifh’d himfelt 
here on all Occafions that have prefented. The Te- 
‘ ftimony I give of him to your Majefty is moft true; 
“and with with all my Heart it may contribute to 
* the alleviating his Mistortunes.
